EIGHTY-YEAR-OLD MASONIC 
LEADER DIED LATE TUES- 
DAY AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


DALLAS, Feb. 12.—(#)—Mem- 


bers of the Masonic Order of the 
liat'ion today mourned the death 
of Samuel P. Cochran, distinguish- 
ed elder statesman of American 
Free Masonry and for more than 
25 years a prominent figure in 
public life. 


The 80-year-old Masonic leader 


died late yesterday after a long 
Illness. Funeral services were ar- 
ranged for 2:30 p. m. today with 
the Lone Star chapter. Knights 
Rose Croix, conducting the rites. 


A leader in civic . affairs, 
Mr. 
Cochran, so far as known, was 
the only Dallas man to whom * 
statue was erected in tribute to 
him during his life. 
The statue, 


of Roman bronze, costing ?26,000, 
IB located on the lawn of the Scot- 
tish Rite cathedral. 
The veteran Mason was a native 


of Lexington, Ky., and his affilia- 
tion with Masonry began in 1880, 
when he became a. member of 
the Golden Rule Lodge No. 345, in 
Covlngton.

Ohio, and high school 
at Covlnjfton, Ky., graduating in 
1873 valedictorian of his class. Ex- 
actly 50 years later he took his 
law degree In Dallas and again as 
valedictorian of his class.

derwriters to rate the city of Cin- 
cinnati .on the schedule plan.

the latter part of 1874, he entered 
the general agency office of J. 
W. Cochran & Son at Lexington, 
and subsequently engaged In local 
agency work at Covington.

marshal for the Eastern district

Came to Dallas In 1881.

Dallas as special agent for an

fire insurance company. 


On July 1, 1883, he became con- 
nected with Dargan & Trezevant, 
Southwestern department mana- 
gers for a large number of stand- 
ard companies, and on January 
1 of the following year became a 
full partner'In the firm. On July 
1. 1885, Mr. Dargan retired, 
and 


the -firm name became Trezevant 
& Cochran. He became its head 
upon the retirement of his part- 
ner several years ago. 


Mr. Cochran returned to Ken- 


tucky for his bride in 1883, mar- 
rying Miss Sue Webb Hi'ggins of 
Lexington. 
Both were members 


of the Christian Science church In 
Dallas, of which he was one of 
the charter members and a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees. 


No member of the Masonic fra- 
ternity in America, perhaps, was 
better known among the craft than 
filled more presiding offices than 
Mr. Cochran in his .long member- 
ship. The symbolic mysticism of 
Free Masonry early took a firm 
hold on his imagination ahd to 
the last held him in" Its enfolding 
fraternalism.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—WV- 
Texas Democrats renewed their 
efforts 
here today to chart a 
smooth course for a Roosevelt- 
Garner state convention May 26. 
While 
conversations 
among 
heads of the state and national 
organizations centered 
primarily 
around consideration of delegates 
to the state meeting who would 
lay aside factional differences to 
support the party's candidates, a 
host of other matters appeared to 
be of equal importance. 


Among them was determination 


of the chairmanship of the Texas 
delegation to the Philadelphia na- 
tional convention, how far Texas 
delegates would be able to carry 
their campaign for "states'rights" 
as opposed to what some' termed 
"Washington 
bureaucracy" 
and 


whether campaign activities would 
be directed by the state organiza- 
tion or national leaders, such as 
Vice President Garner, Texas na- 
tional committeeman. 


Garner and Myron Blalock of 
Marshall, chairman of the state 
Democratic executive committee, 
discussed these problems today 
but declined to say whether they 
had arrived at any decisions. 
. "I came here primarily to help 
Garner fashion a winning organi- 
zation,' Blalock said, "provided it 
is satisfactory to •> Governor AII- 
red." 


He declined to say whether he 
would insist that Allred be named 
chairman of the Texas delegation 
which will have 46 votes to the 
Quaker City, or whether he would 
accept the wishes of Garner, what- 
ever they might be. 


Some discussion arose In Dem- 
ocratic circles in Texas last week 
over whether Senator Connally, 
or perhaps Rep. Rayburn of Bon- 
ham, should be given that honor.

DEMOCRATS HESITATE FOLLOW 


REPUBLICAN LEADERSHIP IN ITS 
ATTACK UPON SUPREME COURT 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
13.—</Phr 
Attorney General Cummlngs said 
today the justice department has 
studied the constitutional powers 
of congress over jurisdiction of 
federal courts but insisted the 
survey was "a mere matter of 
routine." 


His press conference statement 
was made when asked about the 
assertion of Senator Norris (R- 
Neb) that congress could curb the 
supreme court "if It has the cour- 
age to do so." Norris' assertion 
was made during an attack on 
the court's invalidation of AAA. 


Cumminga declined comment on 
Norris' suggestion that congress 
by legislation could limit the high 
court's jursdiction. 
"We always study anything that 


may become of interest," Cum- 
mings added. 


But there was no indication to- 


day that the administration forc- 
es would rally with him In united 
array to seek action this session. 


Democratic councils are divided, 


on the question. Some, like Sen- 
ator Pope (D:Ida) are for convert- 
ing into immediate action the dis- 
satisfaction with supreme court 
decisions, felt in high administra- 
tion circles. Pope has introduced 
a bill to require a vote of at 
least. 7 of the 8 justices before a 
law can be invalidated. 


Others advise against action, at 


least immediately. One close ad- 
viser' to the President, although 
declining to be quoted by name, 
said recently the administration 
would seek to accomplish new 
deal purposes "within the language 
of the majority opinions" of the 
court. 


Norris, In his senate speech yes- 


terday attacking the court's AAA 
decision, said pointedly that con- 
gress could "remedy' the situation 
if it has the courage to do so." 
He said that the 
constitution 


"clearly gives congress the right 
to say what the supreme court 
shall and shall not pass upon." He 
holds that a constitutional amend- 
ment thus Is not necesasry 
to 


curb.the tribunal. 


Norrig defended the new ad- 


ministration farm bill, projected 
as a substitute for AAA. (The 
new measure provides for federal 
subsidies, to farmers who control 
crop production through transfer 
of acreage from commercial crops 
to coil-building growths.)

stage in the senate today, with 
leaders hoping for a vote before 
tomorrow night.

Deductions for Professional 


Expenses. 


A professional man may deduct 


all necessary expenses Incurred in 
the pursuit of 
his 
profession. 


These includ* the cot of supplies 
used In his practice, office rent, 
cost of light, water; fuel, and tele- 
phone in his office, the hire of 
office assistants, 
and 
expenses 


paid in the operation and repair 
of an automobile, based upon the 
proportion of time it is used in 
making professional calls or for 
other professional purposes. 


Many physicians use their resi- 


dences both as their offices and 
their homes. In such instances the 
physician may deduct as a busi- 
ness expense the rental value of 
the roms occupied for office pur- 
poses if he actually pays rent, and 
also the cost of light and heat 
furnished these rooms. Also, he 
may deduct a portion 
of 
the 
wages paid 
domestic 
servants 


whose time is partly occupied In 
caring for these rooms. Member- 
ship dues in professlonl soclet- 
ties are deductible. Physicians and 
dentists who keep In their wait- 
ing rooms, current magazines and 
newspapers 
for' the 
benefit of 


their patients 
may deduct this 
item as a business expense. The 
cost of professional journals for 
taxpayer's own use is also a de- 
ductible item. 
The cost of technical .books is 


not a deductible item, being a 
capital expenditure, but a propor- 
tionate amount for each year's de- 
preciation of the books may be 
deducted. Depreciation may also 
be taken on office furniture and 
equipment. Insurance premiums on 
office of other professional eguip- 
ment and liability Insurance may 
be deducted. Automobile liability 
insurance may be deducted only 
when the automobile is used whol- 
ly in pursuit of the taxpayer's pro- 
fession, and the cost of the entire 
upkeep may legitimately be claim- 
ed as a professional expense.

Two .important changes are made 
by section 112 of the Revenue Act 
of 1934. Under section 112 (g) of 
the Revenue Act of 1932 no tax- 
able gain was recognized as hav- 
ing resulted to the recipient stock- 
holders of a corporation from a 
distribution of stock or securities 
in such corporation or In another 
corporation, a .party to a reorgan- 
ization, without the surrender of 
the stock In. respect of which the 
distribution was made. These pro- 
visions are entirely omitted from 
the Revenue _'.ct of 1934, thus giv- 
ing such distributions the status 
of dividend distributions pair in 
property. 


The other important change is In 


the definition of the term "reor- 
ganization" as contained in seotion 
112 (g) of the Revenue Act of 1934. 
In section 112 (i) (1) (A) of the 
Revenue Act of 1982 the term "re- 
organization" is defined to mean 
"a merger or 
consolidation (in- 


cluding the acquisition by one cor- 
poration of at least a majority of 
the voting stock and at least a ma- 
jority of the total number of shares 
of all other classes of stock of an- 
other corporation, or substantially 
all the properties of another cor- 
poration)." The corresponding pro- 
vision of section 112 (g) of the 
Revenue Act of 1934 define the 
term "reorganization" 
as "(A) a 
statutory merger or consolidation, 
or (B) the acquisition by one cor- 
poration In exchange solely for all 
or a part of its voting stock: of art 
least 80 per centum of the voting 
stock and at least 80 per centum of 
the total number of shares of all 
other classes of stock of another 
corporation; or of substantially all 
the properties of another corpora- 
tion." The remaining provisions of 
section 112 (g) (1) are substantial- 
ly the same as the provisions of 
section 112 (i) (1) (B), (C), and

MONTE NE, Ark., Feb. It.—(P> 


—William Hope 
(Coin) Harvey, 


85, economist and politician who 
drafted the democratic party's fa- 
mous "16 to 1" free silver plat- 
form plank before the turn of the 
century, Is dead. 


Stricken 
with peritonitis fol- 


lowing' intestinal Influenza, 
the 


veteran champion of bi-metallsm, 
for of modern finance and one- 
time presidential candidate of the 
Liberty 
Party, succumbed last 


night at his Ozark 
Mountain 


home here. 
Harvey achieved nationwide at- 


tention on several occasion, but 
reached his peak during the de- 
cades just before and after the 
turn of the twentieth century. 


A 
book, 
"Coin's 
Financial 


School," published in 1894, was 
widely read. 
About the same 


time he drafted the "16 to 
1" 


plank as chairman . of the 
ways 
and means committee of the dem- 
ocratic party and he later cam- 
paigned with William Jennings 
Bryan against McKinley. 


Convinced from his study of 
earlier 
civilizations 
and 
their 


downfall that the present era 
would be destroyed by "its greed 
for newer and money," Harvey 15 
years ago began building: a pyra- 
mid at Monte Ne that he planned 
as a historical 
monument. 
It 
never was finished. 


He organized the Liberty Party 


in 1931 and as its candidate cam- 
paigned for president in the mid- 
dle west In 1932. 


A * native of Buffalo, W. Va., 
Harvey was educated at Buffalo 
Academy and Marshall College, in 
West Virginia. 
After practicing 


law from 1871 to 1874 he married 
Anna R. Halliday in 1876. 


They were divorced in 1929, 


when Harvey was 78. 


Later he married 
Mrs. May 
Elliston Leake, hi? private secre- 
tary for 30 years. She was at the 
bedside when death came. 
He moved from Colorado to 


Monte Ne, a quiet retreat on the 
White River in the heart of the 
Ozarks, in 1900. 


Survivors, in addition to his 
widow, 
Include his 
son, Tom 
Harvey of Huntingdon, W. V., and 
two daughters, Mrs. Hope Ham- 
mond 
Halliday 
of New York 
city, and Mlsi Annette Harvey of 
Hunflngton. 


Funeral arrangements were not 
announced pending arrival tomor- 
row of Tom Harvey. 
EAirlng the last few years of the 


nineteenth century, William Hope 
Harvey achieved a wide repu- 
tation as author of a book on 
finance called "Coin's Financial 
School." 


Acquire! Name of "Coin." 
The volume, written in 1894, had 


an extensive circulation and from 
it he acquired the nickname of 
"Coin" which stuck to him the 
remainder of his life. The same 
year he wrote "The Tale of Two 
'Nations", which added to 
his 


fame as an author. 


For nearly 25 years thereafter, 


Mr. Harvey lived in virtual ob- 
scurity In Arkansas, when 
he 


again attracted attention by his 
announced plans for the erection 
of a huge pyramid of America 
in the Ozarks of Arkansas. 
Pessimistic as to the future of 


civilization of his time, which he 
believed eventually would be de- 
stroyed, „ he conceived the 
idea 


of the pyramid as a means of 
.preserving for future peoples a 
complete record of the world in 
which he lived. 


Mr". 
Harvey devoted the latter 


years of his life almost exclusive- 
ly to the building of the pyramid 
at Monte Ne, Ark., and to the 
writing1 of the volumes to be seal- 
ed within it. In order to insure 
Its completion in the event of his 
death, he formed the Pyramid 
Association, the heads of which 
were obligated to carry out his 
plans. 


Born at Buffalo, W. Va., August 
16, 1851, Mr. Harvey was one of 
six children of Robert and Anna 
Hope" Harvey. 
After attending 


Buffalo Academy, he began teach- 
ing school at 16, then took up the 
study of law and was admitted 
to practice before he was 21. 
He gained some prominence as a 
lawyer in West Virginia and also 
established offices In Chicago and 
Cleveland. 
In 1884 he went to 


Colorado and engaged in the real 
estate business. 


Interested in finance and for 


a long lime a close student of the 
subject, he turned to writing up- 
on it. 
After publishing several 


volumes he abandoned that ac- 
tivity to re-enter the real estato 
business in Arkansas, to which 
state he removed in 1900. There 
he interested himself in the Ozark 
territory in which he lived and 
in good roads. He attracted little 
attention, however, during- the In- 
tervening years until he disclosed 
his plans for the pyramid. 


In 1876, Mr. Harvey married 


Miss Anna H. Halliday of Dela- 
ware, Ohio. They had four chil- 
dren. 


Gave Pyramid Idea. 
His long search for knowledge 


of prehistoric civilizations and the 
causes of their downfall, gave Mr. 
Harvey the idea of the pyramid. 
By it he hoped to prevent 
all 
trace of the present civilization 
from being lost. 
He 
visioned 


greed for power ana money grad- 
ually carrying the world to de- 
struction. 


"Suicides, 
Insanity, 
tenantry 


and divorces," he once explained 
his views, "are destroying the 
basis of the existing government 
and society, until the people will 
return to savagery and will even- 
tually be numbered with the pre- 
historic 
civilizations that have 
gone before us."

ARE BEING RUSHED TO 


EARLY COMPLETION 


Numerous WPA lateral road Im- 
provement projects are under way 
in 'Navarre county at the present 
time with the appropriations made 
asnd the work orders Issued, accord- 
ing to an announcement Wednesday 
by A. F. Mitchell, Navarro county 
engineer. . 


The placing of gravel on the road 
from Emhouse west toward Cryer 
Creek via the Cunningham farm 
was started Wednesday morning, 
Most of this road is In precinct 1 
with about 1-4 mile in precinct 4, 
and Is Into the Cryer Creek com- 
munity. It connects with another 
Improvement project extending to 
Cryer Creek. 
Work is under way on the clem^ 
Ing and grading of the road from 
Corbett to Highway 31 near Ward 
Bridge, Rlchland creek. This will 
be a 'chat" road when completed. 
Work has started on the road 
extending from Silver City via Pur- 
don to Highway 31 at Parishville, 
the present end of the Pursley 
sla>b. 
Grading and bridge work Is un- 
der way on the Eureka-Navarro to 
Cheneyboro project. This will be 
an oiled road when completed. 
The gravel road from Chatfield 
into Highway 75 between Corsicana 
and Kice has been started. 
The work order has been Issued 


for the project extending the East 
Fifth avenue road froni the end of 
the pavement in an easterly direc- 
tion to Intersect with the Powell 
Roane road. This road is in Pre- 
cincts 1 and 2. 
Work has started on the project 
extending from Oak Valley South- 
west of Corslcana via the Hamil- 
ton cemetery to intersect Highway

Creek to the Navarro-Eureka road 
is ready for grading. This ii Jn 
Precinct 1. 
The graveling of the 12-mile 
road from Kerens south to con- 
nect with Highway 22 Is about 
half completed. The graveling of 
the road from Highway 31 to 
the Kerens municipal lake Is re- 
porte'd three-fourths completed. 


Work Is about ready to start 
on the gravel road from Kerens 
north via Bazette and 
Buffalo.

A delegation of road officials 
from Corsicana are scheduled to 
appear before the Texas highway 
commission within the next few 
days in an effort to push the 
construction of Highway 22. The 
dirt and drainage structures, with 
the exception of the Chambers 
creek bridge, are under construc- 
tion from the end of the Eureka 
18-foot slab to connect with the 
Anderson county roads via the

Doubts of What He Himself Had Been And 


Heard Tortured John The Baptist —- The 
Whole Grave Problem of Religious Scep- 
ticism. 


By WILLIAM T. EIXIS 


Ours is a day of doubt and 


uncertainty, not only In the realm 
of religion, but also in all the 
other major fields of human life. 
Everything is being challenged, 
from forms of government and of 
business down to the fundamen- 
tals of birth, education and mar- 
riage. 
The commonest "sign of 


the times" is a question mark. 
It seems as if nowadays to think 
Is to doubt. 
There Is a wholesome side to 


this. 
For it betokens real in- 


terest and real thought. Preva- 
lent uncertainty Is a sign of the 
world's 
intellectual 
awakening. 


As the poet says, 


"There lives more faith in honest 


doubt 
Than in half the creeds." 


Scepticism is at least a sign of 


concern. So the educated young 
persons who are troubled by re- 
ligious doubts should not despair; 
they are on the way to intelli- 
gent" faith. Their real danger is 
that they may stop at some half- 
way station, accepting the dog- 
matism of a half-baked teacher 
or friend as the final word of 
truth. As Francis Bacon 
said, 


».way back in Shakespeare's time: 
"A 
little 
philosophy 
inclineth 


man's mind to atheism, but depth 
in 
philosophy 
bringeth 
men's 


minds about to religion." Religion 
has nothing to fear from honest 
doubt that will follow through 
to the end of the evidence. 


One Woman's Doubts. 


Open-mindedness is required of 


every sincere doubter. President 
Walter Lingle tells of a woman 
who' called upon her pastor, in 
great distress, because she had 
drifted into unbelief; indeed, in- 
to complete atheism. The minis- 
ter was leaving home at the 
time, and could not go into her 
problem at once. But he asked 
her to prepare for the discus- 
sion, upon his return a month 
later, by setting aside half an 
hour every day for a quiet, care 
ful, thoughtful and prayful read- 
ing of a portion of John's Gos- 
pel.When the pastor returned, his 
friend met him with shining face 
and 
the 
assurance 
that 
her 


doubts had vanished. 
She had 


found light by going back to the 
source, in a teachable mood. It 
is still true that "the entrance 
of Thy word giveth light." No 
honest person can afford to fall 


• to> read the 
Scriptures, 
open- 


mind'edly, when beset by spiritual 
perplexities. 


Some 
of 
history's 
greatest 


saints have fallen upon periods 
of clouded vision, 
when 
they 


questioned even the existence of 
God. Such a one -was John the 
Baptist, whose mood of doubt is 
the theme of the present Sunday 
school lesson. 


A Hero In Jail. 
To understand 
the story, we 


must first look at the facts. John 
the Baptist, peerless and fearless 
prophet that he was, had been 
cast into a dungeon by the po- 
litical powers that he had of- 
fended. In loneliness and suffer- 
ing, shut up with his memories, 
his sensitive soul began to tor- 
ture ' Itself with questions. 
His 


physical state affected his spirit- 
ual mood. 


He 
had 
experienced 
great 


things, 
Multitudes had thronged 


to his preaching. His high hour 
was when Jesus had come to him 
for baptism, and he had recog- 
nized Him as the promised Mes- 
siah. "He must increase but I 
must 
decrease," 
declared 
John 


who doubtless 
entertained 
the 


common idea of his people that 
the Anointed One would speedily 
restore a temporal kingdom to 
Israel. 


But the kingdom had not come. 


John hlsmelf was in chains. All 
of his dreams and expectations 
had ended only in a prison cell 
of unspeakable misery. What did 
it all mean? 
Had his previous 


experiences been only an unreal 
period of emotion and 
ecstacy? 


Could ho trust his memory? Had 
he been mistaken in his certifi- 
cation of Jesus as the Christ? 
Thus John's fine spirit tortured 
itself with questionings. 


When In Uoubl, Act. 


Somebody gave to children the 


wise 
counsel, when in 
perplex- 


ity, 
"Do something for somebody, 


quick." John was a doer, as well 
as a thinker. So he resolved to 
send a deputation to Jesus and 
put his questions squarely up to 
Him. 
(And it sheds light upon 


John's character that 
even 
in 


prison he still had disciples so 
devoted that they were ready to 
execute any of his commissions). 
I am reminded of the advice I 
gave a hundred times to my own 
youngsters, when they 
got 
to 


"sea-lawyering," as we called it; 
"Never argue about ascertainable 
facts; 
go find out." 
John was 


the sort to find out, 
at 
the 


source. 


So his friends went to Jesus 


with the inquiry, "Art thou He 
that cometh, or look we for an- 
other?" 


Letting The Facts Speak. 


There was no surprise or Im- 


patience or rebuke in the Mas- 
ter's answer. He is always ten- 
der with spirits sincerely-seeking 
light. And with consummate wis- 
dom, 
He sent back to John, not 


an argument, but a body of evi- 
dence. 
"Go and tell John 
the 


things which ye have seen and 
heard;"—thus 
making 
the 
em- 


missaries 
witnesses—"the 
blind 


receive their sight, the lame walk, 
the lepers are cleansed, and the 
deaf hear, the dead are raised up, 
the poor have good tidings preach- 
ed to them." The facts 
spoke 


louder than words. John, Scrip- 
ture-saturated prophet 
that 
he 


was, 
would 
understand 
these 


proofs of Messiahship. 


And that Is the way Christian- 


ity answers critics and doubters 
today. As Spurgeon said, in a 
sermon on the contest between 
Elijah and the priests of Baal, 
The God that answereth by or- 
phanages and hospitals, let him 
be God." I plead often for the 
long look, for the facial sense. 
Any one so gifted may find the 
proofs of Christ's deity in the 
works of His disciples throughout 
the ages. Who are the helpers of 
mankind? Who support all chari- 
ties? 
Who are most concerned 


for righteousness In our common 
life? 
Who are the best neigh- 


bors? 


Nobody will fail to give the an- 


swer that they are the bearers of 
Christ's name, the doers of His 
will. Jesus Himself set forth this 
principle, "By their fruits shall 
ye know them." 


Evidence is the basis of all 


courts of justice. Let the person 
troubled by doubts consider the 
men and women he has known 
who have ordered their life by 
Christ's law and who have had 
a conscious relation with 
God. 


They are the final proof of His 
deity, the contemporaneous evi- 
dence that He ia fulfilling 
His 


mission.

McLean 


paid $100,000 to Gaston.B. Means 
upon his representation1 that he 
could contact the kidnapers and 
secure the return of the Lindbergh 
baby. 


Means was sent to the peniten- 


tiary for this act, but the mon- 
ey was not recovered. 


Mrs. McLean made this state- 


ment today concerning the case: 


"I have been asked by the press 


whether I financed the recent le- 
gal steps in the Hauptmann case. 
My answer Is that I have neith- 
er done so nor obligated myself 
to do so. 


"My only Interest Is the same 


as that of thousands 
of other 


citizens who are not satisfied with 
the termination of the case.

Revenue that cotton on which 
there was a tax lien as a result 
of the Bankhead act can be sold 
freely without payment 
of 
the 


tax. 


This development 
followed an 


assertion by Representative Chan- 
dler (D.-Tenn.), in a message to 
the Memphis Cotton 
Exchange, 


that congress intended to cancel 
the tax and lien when it repeal- 
ed the Bankhead law and that 


he would Introduce a 
clarifying 


resolution If the treasury did not 
concur in his interpretation. 


A "spokesman for the internal 


revenue 
bureau 
told 
reporters 


that taxes which became due un- 
der the Bankhead Act and were 
never paid are still due, He said, 
however, that, congress 
had 
te-i 


pealed the provision that cotton 
could not be sold, transported or 
opened unless it had a tag show- 
ing it was tax-paid or entitled to 
tax exemption. This will permit 
the cotton to be sold freely with- 
out payment of the tax. 


The 
internal 
revenue 
official 


said he did not know whetKer 
the government 
would seek to 


collect these past due levies. He 
expressed 
belief 
that 
congress 


should decide that question. 


As to whether Bankhead act 


taxes paid by farmers would be 
refunded, 
government 
lawyers
